Ottawa Declares War on Cigarettes 


OTTAWA (CP) — WiUi a pow¬ 
erful plea from Health Minister 
John Munro, the federal health 
department Thursday virtually 
declared war an cigarette smok¬ 
ing. 

Among tactics advocated was 
a total ban on cigarette adver¬ 
tising. 

to the strongest terms ever 
used by the Canadian govern¬ 


ment against cigarette smoking, 
the department denounced the 
habit as "one of the leading, if 
not the leading, causes of prev¬ 
entable disease in countries like 
Canada today.” 

* * * 

The department served notice 
it would support any legislative 
action to discourage cigarette 
smoking. It would stop only at 
total prohibition which, it said. 


would be unwise in the light of 
experience with alcohol. 

Its position was set out in a 
lengthy brief to the inaugural 
meeting ol the Commons health 
committee on the smoking prob¬ 
lem. Before the committee are 
several private members' bills 
aimed at curbing the habit. 

In a committee room liberally 
sprir. ’ d with unused ash trays, 
Munro spoke with apparent 


conviction when he told the 
members that every cigarette 
smoked took an estimated eight 
minutes from one's life. 

★ * ★ 

The former two-packs-a-day 
smoker, now trying to kick the 
habit, said that “it is not an 
easy struggle." 

“Yet I am trying to quit. 
Why? Because I want to live, 
and live a healthy life. Because 


I have come to appreciate the 
damage 1 do to ray physical 
system by smoking and because 
as minister of health It Is my 
hope that all Canadians come to 
the same realization.” 

Munro expressed hope 
that the committee will recom¬ 
mend strong legislative action. 
If It did, toe government could 
have legislation before Parlia¬ 


ment In 1969. He regarded this 
as a major priority.

(CP)—Fred Morry. 28, no 
fixed address, and Gary 
Hugh McWhirter, 24, of 
Sooke, were sentenced to 
life imprisonment Thursday 
after they were convicted 
of the murder of a Victoria 
hotel clerk last March. 

Mr. Justice F. Craig Munroe 
of B.C. Supreme Court imposed 
the sentence after an all-male 
jury returned a verdict of guilty 
following three hours and 15 
minutes of deliber a tion. 

Hie pair was charged in toe 
slaying of WiHiam Bruce van 
Munster, 24, whose body wan 
found under an <>M ear top in 
woods off a side road near Pros¬ 
pect lake. 

BLOW TO HEAD 

Court was told during the 
eight-day trial that van Munster 
was beaten and then Idiied by 
a blow to the bead with an iron 
bar. 

Asked by toe judge if they 
had anything to say before sen¬ 
tence was imposed, Morry re¬ 
plied: “Just that I am inno¬ 
cent” McWhirter said nothing. 

Earlier, James Kenneth Mc¬ 
Neil testified he spent toe night 
of March 14 drinking with toe 
accused and, although his mem¬ 
ory was vague because he was 
“gassed out of my tree." he re¬ 
called seeing them beating van 
Munster.

Underground detonation of the 
device with the power of 1,- 
000,000 tons of TNT made a 
spectacular show for close-up 
observers, but caused little or 
no damage off the test ate. 

The U.S. Atomic Energy Cum¬ 
in l s s i o n called toe 
weapoos-related blast “very 
successful" and said no radia¬ 
tion leaked into the atmosphere. 
Shock waves were felt lor at 
least 250 miles. 

Hie explosion, like other large 
tests preceding it, had been pro¬ 
tested by some scientists, labor 
leaders and pacifist groups 
Some cited possible health haz¬ 
ards from radiation leaks. Oth¬ 
ers mentioned possible off-site 
damage, or contamination of 
underground water. Others op¬ 
posed It because approval of the 
nuclear mo-proliferation treaty 
is pending. 

For the first time at a major 
U.S. underground teat, reporters 
were permitted at the control 
point 12 mites from ground zero. 
They watched the desert sur¬ 
face via television. 

After the blast In a chamber 
4,600 feet under 6.200-foot-tiigh 
Pahute Mesa, they felt the 
ground jump under their feet. 

On the TV screen they saw 
the ground ripple for four or 


five seconds like a starro-tomed 
sea. Dust spurted skyward as 
the earth over the blast site bul¬ 
ged momentarily upward under 
tremendous pressure from 
below.

YELLOWKNIFE (CP) — A research 
station six mites west of this Northwest 
Territories capital says Thursday's un- 
dergnxxid nuclear test in Nevada prob¬ 
ably was followed by an earthquake. 

Melvin Kuntz, officer in charge of the 


station which monitors nuclear blasts, 
said the test at Pahute Mesa, Nev., may 
have dissipated half the energy of the 
1964 earthquake that wrecked Anchor¬ 
age, Alaska. 

He said the data will be sent to Ot¬ 
tawa for interpretation but he is "pretty 


sure they will come to the conclusion 
that 15 to 17 minutes after the blast 
there was an earthquake.” 

The research station Is a joint pro¬ 
ject of the Canadian government and the 
United Kingdom Atomic Energy Author¬ 
ity.

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Change Due? 

r (E THREAT of Russia’s growing naval might in 
the Indian Ocean may well cause the Western 
powers to review their present defence relationship 
with the Republic of South Africa. 

For some time now both Britain and the United 
States have cut off their sales of arms and military 
equipment to South Africa in deference to many of the 
African and Asian nations who choose to regard the 
white South African government as their single 
greatest enemy. 

However, in the light of the Soviet Union’s latest 
move London and Washington may be forced to think 
again about South Africa’s strategic value to the 
defence and strength of the West 

Certainly the importance of having a stable, 
prospering, industrially strong and pro-Wes tern 
country at the southwestern entrance to the Indian 
Ocean cannot be underestimated or ignored at this 
time. 

Though a change of policy now would un¬ 
doubtedly offend the sensibilities erf a number of 
governments in the Afro-Asian bloc, such feelings may 
have to be sacrificed to military expediency and 
common sense. 

No Canadian Birch 

XJROM LONDON comes the report that the John 
r Birch Society recently celebrated its first decade 
by announcing mat its first foreign branch will shortly 
be established in Canada. 

Following this the society plans to move into 
Britain, Argentina and Brazil, where right wingers are 
desperately searching through records for counter¬ 
parts to the late Captain John Birch, the young 
American missionary turned intelligence officer who 
was killed by Chinese Communists in 1954. 

The society which now bears the young officer's 
name was formed 10 years ago as an apostolate of 
extreme anti-communism and now boasts a member¬ 
ship in the United States of between 60,000 and 
100,000, with 4,000 chapters and 100 paid co¬ 
ordinators. 

Hie search for alternative martyrs outside the 
United States is necessary, according to the London 
Tiroes, because the John Birch Society advocates the 
American way of life in capital letters and its leaders 
“expect that the most promising recruits in other 
countries (except, apparently, Canada) will be equally 
patriotic.” 

It is to be sincerely hoped that our Canadian neo- 
Nazis will not take this slur upon their patriotism 
lying down. 

The Way It Is 

M R. DAVID ANDERSON deserves credit for his 
perceptiveness in regard to the attitude of British 
Columbians toward their part in the C anad ia n nation, 
and equally he deserves credit for not allowing 
rwHjaan fervor to lead him away from reality. The 
Liberal member of Parliament for E s q u hna lt- S aa n ic h 
has dope a service to this part of the country by 
giving a n eastern audience a straightforward 
appraisal. 

Mr. Anderson told a Montreal service dub that he 
did not see any militant separatist philosophy 
developing in the West, but did see devel op i n g “an 
attitude or frame of mind among reasonable and 
rational people that the price the West pays for 
Confederation is steep indeed." People were convinced 
of the truth of Premier W. A. C. Bennett’s c la im that 
Ottawa takes $3 of from British Columbia for 
every d ollar it spends in the province. There was the 
widely-noted opinion, again among perfectly reason¬ 
able people, that the West was the one area of the 
country which could best afford, econo m ic a lly, to go It 
alone. 

But in Mr. Anderson's address, as reported, there 
was not a hint that British Columbia would think of 
going it alone, nor that Premier Bennett would, either. 
He “told it the way It is.” What is more, he showed 
himself aligned In thought with the premier in one 
important respect. 

He had suggested, he said, that the federal 
government's enthusiasm for-regional development of 
backward areas had led it to ignore the equally 
important development of better-endowed “growth” 
areas, and it ought to review this policy. 

This is a prescription for the greater prosperity of 
the whole nation. Coming from Dr. Bennett it has been 
ignored.

During the six years that Britain has tried un¬ 
successfully to Join the European Common Market, 
little attention has been paid to an alternative plan 
proposed by a few lone champions. 


Now that Richard Nixon is 
U.S. prerident-dect, they have 
reason to be more hopeful. 

Their plan is for the United 
States to join Britain and 
other countries outside the 
Common Market in a separate 
Atlantic trading bloc to be 
called the North Atlantic Free 
Trade Area (NAFTA). 

Cr«e of the proponents, 
British MP Douglas Jay, a 
former president of the board 
of trade, claims that Nixon 
Hko te Idea end has been 


conducting a lively correspon¬ 
dence with one of his econom¬ 
ic advisers. 

An Atlantic free trade area, 
it is said, would create a 
market which by 1977 could 
have a gross national product 
mire than three times that of 
the Common Market. 

Members in addition to the 
United States, Canada and 
Britain would include the 
Canmxxnvealth countries and 
Britain's partners in the 
European Free Trade Area 


(EFTA). These are Sweden. 
Switzerland, Denmark, Nor¬ 
way, Austria, Portugal and 
Finland. Japan is also con¬ 
sidered as a possible NAFTA 
member. 

Like the Common Market, 
EFTA originally aimed at a 
unibed Western European 
market, economic expansion 
and development of world 
trade.

Anglo-Soviet Relations Deteriorate 

‘Amiable’ Bear Bares Teeth

The deterioration of Anglo-Soviet relations Is one of the 
major dfakxnatic developments of the year. 

Ramifications will affect the Western alliance, Britain's 
relationship to Europe, its self-assumed role an "honest 
broker” between East and West and its bilateral economic, 
dipkocnatic, political and cultural relationship with Russia. 

Tenston between the two countries climaxed hi the recent 
exchange of notes of the ministerial leveL 

Soviet Foreign Minister Andrei Gromyko in hi official 
protest to British ambassador Duncan WOsoo accused the 
British government of “complicating and aggravating” 
relations between the countries and of activating “militarist 
plans” within the North Atlantic Treaty Organization 
(NATO). 

Moscow claimed that Britain used “the events in 
Czechoslovakia" as a pretext for anti-Soviet fnpessndt. The 
official note was followed by a series of Ribs i an 
commentaries singling out Foreign Minister Mtehael Stewart 
and Defence Minister Denis Healey as tiie architects of Anglo- 
Soviet discord. Stewart rejected Moscow’s aBegatians in his 
official reply. 

He pointed out tint Britain had told Russia before tiie 
fact that action against Czechoslovakia wotAd affect relations 
and added that indeed it “inevitably caused a setback to the 
mutual confidence between the two guvenanente." 

Behind the formal exchange of notes Is a year-tong 
cooking of what the Labor government worked to make a 
cardial relationship. 

* * * 

This began with toe arrest of a British serviceman who 
had been recruited as a spy by a "cttitural secretary” of toe 
Soviet Embassy. His subsequent trial and conviction bnx«ht 
to pribUc light tiie hsrrdinate size of the official Soviet 
delegation in London and provoked parliamentary demands 
tiint ft be limited or curtailed. 

The Russian military intervention hi Czechoslovakia 
brought Strong condemnation from al quarters of Ekitafn, 
toduding the British Crrr*nunist Party. 

Britain's seH-4nterest and Its ooumtitinent to Europe, 
even apart horn Its re a pomM Hy to the Western alliance, 
oanaed it to take a wary and reWKakxry attitude towwd 
Ruasia's swift expansion in tiie M ed i ter ranean and the MJtfcfie 
East. 

The government also took a dim view of Russia's 
persistent attempt to take over some of Britain’s freight arsl 
passenger business on normally British routes. 

The remit is a significant revaluation of tiie detente with 
the Soviet Unton which, despite many political differences, 
Prime Minister Harold Wilson has nurtured seduftously- 

The attitude has changed notably, both officially and 
from a puhMe viewpoint. 


In tiie present atmosphere, Russia no longer is the big, 
amiable but misguided bear to the east It Is not yet 
ab nmto n ti e, as Stewart took palm to make dear in stilted 
diplomatic language. But there is no doubt that a suspicious 
chffl has settled on tiie relatkntoip. 

If the cool war of words gets ready cold, as some 
diplomatic observers expect, there may be significant 
repercussions to a number of fields. 

A reduction in trade between tiie taro countries Is the 
most obvious. Gromyko's note hinted darkly that unless 
Britain moved to "normalize" relations, Anglo-Soviet business 
could suffer. There has been growing ccomerdd traffic 
bdwuiu Moscow and London, as well as an exchange of trade 
and industrial exhibitions.

Hie balance of trade p r e se ntl y favors Russia, which 
exports $296,000,000 to Britain while Importing $151,000,000 
from fids country. The Soviet Union Is one of Britain's 
principal sources for timber, which is hi short supply h the 
United Ktogdom.

In this view, Moscow feds uranpellnd to dike scene 
resounding blow at tiie capitalist world, but is currently 
ranvMng to women relations writo the Unti ed S tates or 
France.

Whatever tiie basic motivation, Russia has loosed a 
continuing barrage ot bitter critic ban and taNfiaation wiridh 
tiie Brittah find not ady wfroBy unjustified but. In an almost 
wistful way, hurtful. 

There ta no doubt to the minds of diptomats here tint 
relations with the Soviet Union will be at least difficult for 
same time. 

The significance of this to Western Europe as a whole 
makes it one of the most important d ip l o matic develcftimats 
of 1968.

PARIS (AP) 

States accused North Vietnam 
Thursday ol massing three to 
four divisions near Saigon and 
warned that any Communist as¬ 
sault on the South Vietnamese 
capital will jeopardize negotia¬ 
tions to end the Vietnam war. 

North Vietnam replied that all 
Vietnamese have a right to de¬ 
fend themselves against U.S. 
"aggression” and said the 
Americana had raised the possi¬ 
bility cf resinning air attacks on 
North Vietnam. 

DEPUTY CHIEF 

A North Vietnamese commu¬ 
nique said the deputy chief of 
the U-S. delegation. Ambassa¬ 
dor Cynn Vance told North 
Vietnam's Ha Van Lau that if 
Saigon la hit "it would be im¬ 
possible to carry on serious 
talks and to continue the halt in 
bombing of North Vietnam." 

A U-S. delegation official in¬ 
sisted that Vance made no 
threat and did not use the word 
"impossible'' in relation to the 
future at the stoned Paris peace 
talks. 

CLOSED MEETING 

The exchange at a two-hour, 
closed meeting betwen the en¬ 
voys set back chances of the ex¬ 
panded peace conference start¬ 
ing before the New Year, with 
South Vietnam joining the 
United States and the Viet 
Cong's National Liberation 
Front jcaning North Vietnam. 

Vance and Lau made no pro¬ 
gress on the procedural prob¬ 
lems that have stalled the open¬ 
ing of the four-way con fe rence 
originally set lor Nov. §, their 
aides said. 

VANCE TO FLY 

It was announced that Vance 
mill fly to the United Stoles Sat¬ 
urday to spend Oimbnaa with 
his family and to consult with 
administration leaders. He is 
not due back before Dec. 27. 

The South Vietnamese were 
buoyed by the day's develop¬ 
ment. Vice-President Nguyen 
Cao Ky and Ambasador Pham 
Dang Lam, leader of the delega¬ 
tion. have been fearful of Amer¬ 
ica concessions to Hanoi on pro¬ 
cedural issues. The South Viet¬ 
namese regard these as matters 
of principle, and they felt Vance 
bad stood firm.

The decision was not wily a vic¬ 
tory for Italy’s 30,000,000 women but 
for two usual antagonists, the Vati¬ 
can and Italian Communists. 

The Vatican was angered by the 
fact men enjoyed immunity from 
what it considered a universal moral 
law. The Communists attacked the 
1961 ruling as “backward.” 

Left intact was another provision 
of the law making either marriage 
partner liable to imprisonment up to 
24 months if found guilty of maintain¬ 
ing a prolonged and public adulterous 
relationship. 

Although the law had been on the 
books since before the Second World 
War, comparatively few wives actu¬ 
ally went to jail. 

“What Italian man wants to tell 
the world his wife has been unfaith¬ 
ful?” an Italian asked. "He prefers to 
settle, it privately.” 


ROME (UPI) — Italian wives 
scored a historic legal victory Thurs¬ 
day when the nation's highest court 
declared unconstitutional a law on 
adultery that punished women but not 
men. 

The court said the law discrimin¬ 
ated against women and constituted 
an unjustifiable and “intolerable” 
privilege for men. 

Article 599 of the penal code said 
unfaithful wives could go to jail for 
up to 12 months but gave no punish¬ 
ment for husbands committing adult¬ 
ery. 

The decision was a sharp break 
with centuries of tradition giving hus¬ 
bands immunity from the law, pro¬ 
vided they did not maintain a prolong¬ 
ed public adulterous relationship or 
did not keep a mistress at home or 
elsewhere.

GOLD RIVER — A British Columbia forester says 
■elective breeding of "super-trees for super-forests'' may be 
the best method of ensuring a perpetual yield of timber 
resources in the province. 

S. L O. Rasmussen, chief forest with the Tahsis Co., said 
the key to bigger and better trees htt in genetics.

"Genetics has brought about substantial increases in 
agricultural production in the past 50 years." said Mr. 
Rasmussen. “Similar gains can be achieved in forestry if 
sincere efforts are made. 

*1 believe the age of the super-forest is last 
approaching.'' 

Mr. Rasmussen said the cost of developing super-tree 
forests Is rniimil in comparison with other methods now 
being used to increase productivity. 

lie said development of genetically-controlled super-trees 
would cost less than 40 cents for each extra cuoit gained 
through the method. 

Tahsis spends between 110,000 and $15,000 annually an the 


atudy of genetics to improve forest growte. By 1370, the 
company wiM have spent $305,000. 1 

Hie company, which launched Its controlled breeding 
program in 1960, had an estimated 40,000 seedlings ready for 
planting from its super-stock to 1968. 

Mr. Rasmussen said the first step in the program was 
■election of breeding stock — the biggest and beat trees in a 
given stood of timber. The company now make* use of 135 
super Douglas fin and 35 super hemlock trees. 

"Thene are our prise bulls,” said the forester. "They are 
cross-bred just like cattle or horses to order to develop 
superior genotypes.

"Female Sowers on one tree are covered with 
polyethylene bags. Pollen from another super-tree is injected, 
then the pragny is tested and compared."

NEW WESTMINSTER 
(CP)—Fred Many, 28, no 
fixed address, and Gary 
Hugh McWhirter, 24, of 
Sooke, were sentenced to 
life imprisonment Thursday 
after they were convicted 
of the murder of a Victoria 
hotel clerk last March.

Electric Clippers 
6 For That Swinger 


PAHUTE MESA, Nev. (AP) — A much protested 
experimental H-bomb bulged the top of a desert mesa 
Thursday, kicked up a towering dust plume and sent 
ocean-like groundswells rippling through sage and sand. 


Underground detonation of the 
device with the power of 1,- 
000,000 tons of TNT made s 
spectacular show for close-up 
observers, but caused little or 
no damage off the test site. 

The U.S. Atomic Energy Com- 
mission called the 
wea pons-re la ted blast "very 
successful" and said no radia¬ 
tion leaked into the atmosphere. 
Shock waves were felt lor at 
lesst 250 miles. 

The explosion, like other large 
tests preceding it, had been pro¬ 
tested by some scientists. labor 
leaders and pacifist groups. 
Some cited possible health haz¬ 
ards from radiation leaks. Oth¬ 
ers mentioned possible off-site 
damage, or contamination of 
underground water. Others op¬ 
posed it because approval of the 
nuclear non-proliferation treaty 
is pending. 

For the first time at a major 
U.S. underground teat, reporters 
were permitted at the control 
point 12 miles from ground zero. 
They watched the desert sur¬ 
face via television. 

After the blast in a chamber 
4.600 feet under 6.200-foot-high 
Pahute Mesa, they felt the 
ground jump under their feet. 

On the TV screen they saw 
the ground ripple for four or 


five seconds Mke a storm-tossed 
sea. Dust spurted skyward as 
the earth over the blast site bul¬ 
ged momentarily upward under 
tremendous pressure from
